the Maharaja of Travancore read on the occasion, wished all 
success to the Corporation in its efforts to promote civic 
welfare and amenities of the capital and expressed his confidence 
that no effort would be spared by those in charge of new duties 
' and high responsibilities to make Trivandrum a real city 
beautiful. 

Sir N. N. Sircar said that he was glad to find that local 
self-government in this State was moving forward, but they 
j would be wrong if they thought that everywhere on the other 
parts of the world also progress was being maintained and hands 
of the clock were not being put back. 

Sir N. N. Sircar referred as a concrete 
instance to the Calcutta Corporation and said that 
under t|ie new Bill introduced in the Bengal 
Legislature — and he had no doubt that it would be 
passed into law — the Calcutta Corporation would 
be reduced to a Department of the Government.

The Woi$tant-G*nei3|l, Bengal, 
has drawn pointed attention to the 
steadily deteriorating financial 
position of the Corporation of Cal- 
cutta. The cash balance has been 
falling from year to year. In 8 
years' time the balance has been re- 
duced by no less than 33 lakhs of 
rupees. The 'chronic arrears’ In 
the collection of consolidated rates 
hav© deservedly come in for a lot 
of censure at th e hands of the Ac- 
countant -General : 

The chronic arrears In the col- 
lection of consolidated rates have 
contributed largely to the unsa- 
tisfactory and deteriorating 
character of the finances. The 
outstandings are increasing by 
leaps and bounds. On March 
31, 1924, the outstandings were 
Rs. 3.07 lakhs, on March 31, 1935, 
they mounted to R s. 44,49 lakhs 
and they further increased to 
Rs. 53.14 lakhs on March 31, 1939. 
A rise from Rs. 3.07 lakhs to 
Rs. 53.14 lakhs in the course of 
16 years is indeed appalling and 
unless drastic steps are taken, 
there i« very little chance of 
any real improvement in the 
financial position. 

The Accountant-General makes 
the disclosure, very damaging in- 
deed for the Executive of the Cor- 1 
poration, that 'a sum of nearly 
Rs. 80,000 has been outstanding on\ 
account of consolidated rates 
from 18 persons for periods varying 
from one to six years/ Suits have, 
not been filed nor have warrants i 
been issued in these cases. 

The Collector seems to be of j 
opinion that there are certain de- 
fects in the Act which hamper 
collection. “Every year/’ he says, 
“large outstandings are being placed 
before the Finance Committee and 
everyonci is feeling that amendment 
of the Act Is necessary to remove 
the difficulties of collection/' We 
cu d 111:© to know whether ^tlie 
^poration of Calcutta has ever 
placed these difficulties before the^ 
Government of Bengal and sought 
an amendment of the Act. 

Anyway, whoever may be to blame 
—the framers of the Act or the 
Collector and his staff— the rate- 
payers cannot but be alarrr.cd at 
the steady depletion of the cash 
balance and at the “chronic 
arrears” in collection.

C. Chatterjee, in moving the resolu- 
tion in this historic hali was sound- 
ed the clarion call of Sir Surendra 
Nath Banerjea against the pernici- 
ous Mackenzie Bill which was ma- 
nufactured by the bureaucracy for 
destruction of self-government in 
this city. They all knew how Bengal 
rallied round the banner of Suren- 
dra Nath. Thereafter from the deys 
of the Mackenzie Bill down to the 
days of Deshabandhu Chittafanjan 
the greatest and foremost national- 
ists of this province had steadily 
sought for the restoration of self 
government in this great city of 
Calcutta. Ultimately, Surcndranath 
as the Minister-in-charge of Local 
Self-Government introduced the 
Bill which culminated in the .Cal- 
cutta Municipal Act Of 1923. 

From his practical experience of 
the day-to-day administration of the 
Calcutta Corporation Mr. Chatter- 
jee could say that isolation of the 
Muslim community into a water- 
tight compartment and into separate 
electorate had led to the return of 
representatives *** Citv **** w ^**' 






single occasion ’fxercised this power 
conferred thef 1 by section 16 of the 
Act. . Under st.4ion 18,: the local Go 
vernment had gotV^er to kite drav 
tic action against be Corporation. Now 
the Government of Bengal In the state- 
ment of objects and reasons had the ** 
effrontery to say that ‘complaint of 
mal-adminstration in the various depart* 
ments of the Corporation which was 
deliberate infringement of the provi- 
sions of the law had been persistently 
brought to their notice.” 

If it was so. Mr. Chatterjee held, 
surely the Government of Bengal was 
guilty of the gross dereliction of duty. 

They .had power under the Act to take 
drastic action against the Corporation, 
but not on a single occasion they 
sought to exercise that power to rectify 
“the deliberate infringement of the 
provisions of the law.” 

MUSLIM LEAGUE IDEAL 
Mr. Chatterjee was convinced that 
the Muslim League did not want an 
Act for purification of the Calcutta 
Corporation. They wanted absolute 
control and domination of the civic 
body. When the other day Mr. Chatter- 
jee was making his submission on the 
draft report he had to write out accor- 
ding to the resolution of the Special 
Committee or the Corporation one of 
the League members stood up and said, 

• we want this bill, because we know 
we can never rule Bengal unless we rule 
the coffers of the Corporation. The 
coffers of the Corporation of Calcutta 
meant 2 crores and 50 lakhs; the 
cofferB of the Corporation meant giv- 
ing appointments to the tune of 90 lakhs 
of rupees; it means dealing out con- 
tracts to the extent of fifty to sixty 
lakhs of rupees. They wanted power to 
place the civic administration and its 
financial resources absolutely under the 
domination of the Muslim League. All 
this talk of purification and of effi- 
ciency was mere camouflage, mere pre- 
text. . 

Was it credible, enquired the speaker, 
that the Ministerial party wanted to 
purify the civic adminstration? One had 
simply to look at the way in which the 
Muslim League Party had been carry- 
ing the city administration. The Cal- 
cutta Corporation to-day was to meet 
the deficit of 10 lakhs of rupees in the 
current year’s budget. In spite of that 
they were increasing overhead charges 
not for offering amenities to the rate- 
payers of Calcutta but for the purpose 
of giving Jobs to the henchmen of the 
League. They had secured the appoint- 
ment. of the Assistant Education Offi- 
cer although actually there was no 
Education Officer for eight months. And 
the post had gone to ex-secretary of 
the Muslim League. Tills party and 
these people had the temerity to say 
that appointments in the Corporation 
during the Congress regime were made 
on party considerations. They had 
removed the ‘Amrita Bazar Patrika” 
from the list of their advertisements 
and had put down the “Star of India”. 

That was indeed a great achievement! 

They had secured the eviction of the

This Conference accordingly re- 
cords Its strong condemnation of, 
J40d emphatic protest against the 
Bill and urges upon the Govern- 
ment to withdraw the Bill forth- 
with.

Did they know, Mr. Chatterjee 
asked his audience, why that bill 
was sought to bo introduced, this 
bill coming in such a quick success 
sion after the last Amendment Act? 
Why was Mr Fazlul Huq trying in 
a subtle manner to introduce the 
elements of Pakisthan into the ad- 
ministration of this city? Mr. Chat- 
terjee was shown in Bombay when 
he \vcnt there last year a 
plan, a map which had been 
drawn by the sponsors of 
the Pakisthan scheme. They would 
be amazed to know that according 
to the Pakisthan scheme^ this city 
of Calcutta had been put within the 
Pakisthan area. They had the im- 
pudence, the effrontery to include 
this city of Calcutta ipto a Pakis- 
tan area, — Calcutta, 75 p.c. of whose 
population were certainly Hindus 
and more than 80 p.c of taxes were 
paid by the Hindu rate-payers. The 
nationalist India, Mr. Chatterjee em- 
phasised, would not tolerate the 
Pakisthan scheme and they would 
resist by all possible means the 
introduction of such a pernicious 
move for vivisecting their Mother 
India. Therefore, the present Minis- 
try wanted in a subtle and insidious 
manner to introduce the retrograde 
element of Pakisthan Into the civio 
administration. 

Proceeding Mr. Chatterjee urged 
his audience not lot one moment to 
believe what the Ministers did say 
in justification of this bill. The* 
must have noticed what they had 
stated in the statement of objects 
and reasons of the bill. Their plea 
was inefficiency, their pretext was 
purification. Did they honestly be- 
lieve that the Bengal Ministry 
wanted to purify the civic adminis- 
tration of Calcutta? Did they be- 
lieve they really wanted to do that? 
In support of reckless charges they 
had not furnished one instance, a 
single particular one to establish 
the charges they had levelled against 
the Corporation. 

MUNICIPAL ACT 

Not that as a matter of tact the 
Municipal Act did not require 
amendment. It required amend- 
ment In another fashion. It required 
amendment for the purpose of drasti- 
cally amending the section 16 of 
the Calcutta Municipal Act, Jnder 
that section the Government had 
got power to depute officers to 
make inspection and examination 
and report the working of any de- 
partment. Since Deshabandhu Chit- 
taranjan Das took upon the 
Mayoralty of the city, the Bengal 
Government had been saying that 
there had been systematic mal- 
administration, and practically 
that was the charge against the Con- 
gress admlnstration of City of Calcutta. 
They had the temerity to repeat it in 
the statement of objects and reasons 
of the bill. They had said that expe- 
rience of the working of the Calcutta 
Municipal Act of 1923 during the last 
16 years had demonstrated that the 
political views of the party In power 
in Corporation had largely influenced 
the day-to-day adminstration of the 
Corporation. 

Mr, Chatterjee pointed out that the 
Bengal Government had power to 
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because this bill was on the legislative 
anvil they had the temerity to post- 
pone the appointment of the Chief 
Executive Officer, with a view to rush- 
ing through the bill and securing a 
nominee of theirs as the Chief Execu- 
tive Officer. 

In case the bill were passed the 
Councillors would be deprived of their 
power and the Calcutta Corporation 
would be reduced to the position of a 
seventh rate municipality. There was 
no provision for appointment of a Hin- 
du in the proposed Service Commission. 
People who knew how the recommen- 
dations of the Public Service Commis- 
sion were twisted and turned down had 
no faith in such bodies. It would mean i 
a coterie of the hencemen of the com- : 
munal Ministry who would be control- j 
ling the key positions in the Corpora- * 
tion. The Corporation would have 
little power over its servants. It was 
not only retrograde but would seriously 
affect the efficiency of the administra- 
tion. 

On behalf of the ratepayers bf Cal- 
cutta Mr. N. C. Chatterjee would , 
address an appeal— -the final appeal — 
to Mr. Fazlul Huq. When the world 
was passing through a crisis might he 
not ask Mr. Huq and his colleagues: 
Was this the time to press such a con- 
troversial measure? Was this the time 
to disrupt the city and the province by 
the introduction of such a reactionary 
piece of legislation? Indians were being 
told day after day that Britain was 
fighting for freedom and democracy 
but the so-called popular Ministry was 
trying to crush democracy and freedom 
of the greatest Corporation of this 
country. It was time they cried halt. 

If the bill were placed on the sta- - 
tute book it would be impossible for 
any self-respecting Corporation to func- 
tion if it was divested of its elementary 
rights and the Government do not want 
that a self-respecting civic body- should 
continue to function in this province. 

If, Mr. Chatterjee concluded, all the 
nationalist forces rallied round a com- 
mon banner they would be able to 
resist the bill successfully. 

If all sections of the Congress, 
the Hindu Mahasabha, nationalist , 
Hindus and Nationalist Muslims ^ 
combined together and if they were 
determined not to allow the com- 
mission of the sacrilege, the destruc- 
tion of the life work of Surendra- 
nath and Chittaranjan, Mr. Chatter- 
jee was sure that the Government 
would find out at once that they 
would have no other alternative 
but to withdraw the pernicious 
measure. 

MR. MRINAL KANT1 BOSE 

Supporting the resolution Mr. Mrinal 
Kanti Bose said that writ large on 
the bill In the statement of' objects and 
reasons are the words that this bill was

MOSLEM COUNCILLORS SUFFER DEFEAT 

The Question Of Introduction Of Communal 
Representation In The Matter Of Appointment 

F OLLOWING two successive major defeats of Moslem Coun- 
cillors at the hands of the combined Hindu Councillors, both 
on the question of issuing advertisement for the post of the Chief 
Executive Officer, and also on the question of introduction of 
communal representation in the matter of appointment of bailiffs, 
responsible for the collection of rates and taxes of the city, a 
tense situation prevailed in the Corporation yesterday (Wednes- 
day). Sharp passaqe-at-arms took place between Councillors 
and the Mayor, and taking advantage of the shout of Mr. S. C. 
Roy Choudhury, implying that the time limit had been reached 
and that votinq should be finished, the Mayor, A. R. Siddiqui, 
abruptly closed the meeting in the midst of voting, in spite of 
the protests of the Hindu Councillors. 



What might be regarded as a veiled 
threat was uttered by the Mayor when 
in putting the amendment of Mr, M. 
A. H. Ispahan! to vote on the question 
of communal representation in the 
matter of appointment of bailiffs, he 
spoke thus: — ‘This question is a sore 
point with Moslem members. For 
four years Mussalmans were out of 
th<* Corporation.” 

Mr. M. M. Burman: That is not 
correct 

The Mayor: If the House does not 

allow this question to be decided with- 
out any excitement of anykind, I feel 
that the old sentiment is likely to be 

I * revived. I would therefore appeal to 
the House to judge this point on that 
background, if possible. 

The debate arose when the Corpora- 
tion took up the question of the agree- 
I ment to be entered into with the 
Collector responsible for realisation of 
rates and taxes.

“The votings in the Calcutta Corpo- 
ration on Mr. Ispahani's amendment 
to have a communal ratio fixed for 
Muslim in some of the Corporation 
Services, should be taken as a com- 
plete answer to the Hindu agitation 
that by our amendment to the Cal- 
cutta Municipal Act, we have reduced 
the Hindus to a position of political 
inferiority and helplessness in the Cor- 
poration. Thousands of Hindu voices 
have complained that by our amend- 
ment of the Calcutta Municipal Act we 
not only reduced the Hindus to a mi- 
nority in the Corporation but have 
rendered it impossible for the Hindus 
to assert themselves in the Corpora- 
tion affairs. 

Recent votings have shown that the 
Hindus have been able to combine 
themselves and defeat the Muslim 
League completely. Those who accuse 
us of having acted prejudicially to the 
Hindu interests now owe an explana- 
tion to us for having misrepresented 
matters. It is idle to expect a reason- 
able attitude from our political ene- 
mies in Bengal, but all fair-minded

C. Mukerjea a further extension 
after he has enjoyed a continued 
spell of office for 17 years and 
A months and passed the age at which 
toil public officials arc due for super - 
nnnuation* To drag into It any other 
issue such as the Government’s 
Interference with the Calcutta Cor- 
poration f s decisions is an irrelevance, 
If we think Mr* Mukerjea deserves 
a further extension after 17 years of 
service and after passing the age for 
superannuation then, clearly, any 
kind of interference is unjustified, 
whether it be the Government’s or 
•ny body else’s. If on the other hand, 
we are convinced that Mr. Muker- 
jea’s re-appointment is not justified 
on the merits of the proposal and in 
the interests , Of the citizens of 
Calcutta, then it is the duty of every 
public man and organization to 
protest against such re-appointment. 

“Judgment on the Government’s 
action can never be divorced from 
the merits of the case. I, for my 
part, have no hesitation in saying 
that, tm far as their action In dis- 
approving of this re-appointment 
is concerned. I feel compelled to 
support the attitude of the Bengal 
Government. The mere fact that 
I, who have been the most relent- 
less and consistent critic of the 
present provincial Government, 
have felt compelled to support them 
in this matter is enough proof of 
the serious nature of the public 
issues at stake.

Mr. Bose then proceeded to deal 
with the points raised by Mr. S. N. | 
Banerjee. One of Mr. Banerjce point 
was that no interim injunction could 
be granted. Along with this Mr. Bose 
would deal with the other point 
that being a representative suit, peo- 1 
pie were entitled to come in at any I 
stage and therefore injunction could! 
not be granted. In reply Mr. Bose I 
referred to 61 English Reports, 212,/ 
where an interim injunction was 
granted and also to English Reports, 
vol. 7L 344 and 347, and argued that 
if it was a case of illegality, it 
would not be necessary that they! 
should all in fact concur with it, l 
because the court would assume that \ 
all councillors were interested in * 
preventing illegality. Another point! 
of Mr. Banerjee was that the plain- 
tiffs having no interest, havn.*, | 
right of property, could not get an 
interim injunction* Mr. Bose cited 91 
A. C. 1. and 7 to show that beneficial 
proprietory right was not necessary 
to get an interim injunction. But what 
was necessary was to show common 
interest and common grievance to 
justify a person suing in a represen- 
tative capacity to get an interim 
injunction. Further, jt would be 
quite sufficient for the second 
plaintiff to bring an action without 
the first plaintiff joining in the action 
or other rate-payer joining with the 
first plaintiff. (3 Ch. Appeal, 262 and 
272). The other point of Mr. Banerjee 
was that the conduct of the plaintiffs 
did not entitle them to any relief. Mr. 
Bose had listened in vain for any ex- 
position of the conduct of the plain- 
tiffs disentitling them to any relief. 
One would expect that Mr. Banerjee 
would rely on some conduct of the 
plaintiffs which amounted to rstoppol 
or waver or acquiscencc. Unfortunate- 
ly the proceedings of March 31 showed 
that the second plaintiff and others 
repeatedly protested against the meet- 
ing being continued. Even if mistaken- 
ly the second plaintiff did not object to 
tho proceedings of March 31 going on 
he would still be entitled to octal* be- 
fore the court and say that tho whole 
thing was illegal.

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Another point of Mr. Banerjee was 
that the balance of convenience was 
against granting of an injunction. The 
argument was fallacious. It was true 
that the principle of balance of con- 
y. veniencc could be resorted to In ccr- 
tain circumstances, but it was well- 
settled that the principle of balance of 
convenience could not be resorted to 
in a case where the complaint was of 
an illegality or an encroachment on 
the provision of the Statute; flfingh'sh 
Reports, Vol. 53, 285, 287 and 288). 

A LEGAL INJURY 

The next point of Mr. Banerjee wa* 
that the question of law raised hcro^ 
ought not to be decided now. It was 
obvious that In this case there was no 
question of facts to bo gone into. 
Here it was no question of facts to 
be gone into. Here it was a dry ques* 
tion of law and there wa* no reason 
why that question of law could not be 
discussed. One good reason for not 
deciding it vvas that there was no 
answer to the question of law raised. 
Mr. Banerjee had only attempted to 
shelve the question for an Indefinite 
period. Mr. Bose submitted that there 
could be no possible answer to the 
question of law raised, namely, til at 
the art of the Corporation and its 
members on March 31 was entirely 
illegal. If that was so, not only was t here 
a good case for perpetual Injunction 
but that, the plaintiffs had made out 
an unanswerable ^case for perpetual 
injunction. 

The other point of Mr. Banerjee w as 
that there was no allegation of injury, j 
After referring to the Code which 
talked of “other Injury of any kind”, 
Mr Bose said that injury need not be 
assessable in terms of pound, shilling 
end pence. Here it was legal Injury. 
Injunction might he granted to pre- 
vent a breach of an obligation cast by 
the Statute which was enforceable by 
law. Individual members of the Cor- 
poration were entitled to 48 hours* 
notice of the business to be transacted. 
Here their rights had been invaded 
and therefore there had been a breach 
of an obligation cast by the Statute, 
which was enforceable by law. Fur 
ther. this court like other chartered 
High Courts derived some of its 
powers of the old Chancery Courts and 
that had boon laid down clearly in the 
judgment, of Chier Justice Beaumont 
in 55 Bom.

In the suit the plaintiffs asked for perpetual injunctions 
against the Corporation of Calcutta and J. C. Mukjjorjea on

Mr. Sarat Bose practically took the whole of the day to 
reply to the various points raised on behalf of the defendants 
and submitted that he was entitled to an interim inunction. 

At the end of his argument his lordship remarked that 
he had decided not to issue an interim injunction.

England was trying 
to set her house in order maintaining 
her own institution. So also. President 
Roosevelt who had acknowledged the 
efficiency of the totalitarian system 
did not take to Hitlerism. 

Defects in the working of municipal 
institutions had been found eisew-bere 
but on that account democratic pnn 
clple had not been given the go-by. 

Even here the present form of se - 
government had saddled them w 
.higher expenditure and the reputation 
ft of the Government was n°t higher 
11 than their predecessor, yet they did 
jinot want to go over to the 
\of bureaucratic rule. The present Mi- 
nistry seemed to think too much o 
corruption prevailing in the Corpora- 
tion. But were they prepared to sub- 
mit their record of work to an Impar- 
itial commission? Did they believe In 
' the heart of their hearts that they 
i (were 1 the most efficient men and that 
■ Where had been no corruption in their 
kdministration ? 

“What we want,” said Sj Chatter- 
jee, "the principle of democracy must 
be maintained. Improve the present 
institution by all means, but do not 
destroy its character." 

DEATH- KNELL TO SELE GOVT. 

Referring to the drastic Pulsions 
of the Bill, Sj. Chatterjee said if It 
was passed into law, it would mean 
the death knell to self-government. It 
was an irony that the Government 
proposed to lower the franchise and 
seemed thereby to pay a tribute to 
the principle o* democracy. But at 
the same time they were out to kill 
the principle of democracy in the 
administration of the Corporation. He 
failed to understand tne reason for 
the staging of this farce. The Govern- 
ment seemed to make a grievance that 
the day-to-day administration of the 
Corporation was influenced by the 
party In power. In every democratic 
country the principle of majority rule 
prevailed. There was nothing wrong 
in It. The only thing they wen? con- 
cerned with was whether it was for 
their good- The Government by their 
conduct seemed to suggest that thtv 
were out to substitute minority rule 
in the place of majority rule. 

HISTORY BEHIND IT 
In moving the resolution Sj. Sanat 
Kumar Roy Choudhury said that 
[ there was a history behind the pro- 
posed legislation. When the Ministry 
[was installed in office, they proclaimed 
that they were out to establish Mus- 
lim Raj in Bengal. The stumbling 



Veer Savarkar showed tnem a iflrfff 
the proposed Pakistan scheme. In it 
Calcutta was shown as a Pakistan 
area. At that time they laughed at it. 
hit now they were under no delusion. 

’hia was the real motive behind the 
proposed legislation. The arguments 
vhich had been advanced In support 
>f it were merely a camouflage to 
tide the real intention. 

SJ. Chatterjee characterised the 
Bill as a retrograde, reactionary, anti 
democratic and anti-national. It was 
a matter of shame that when he moved 
for the total rejection of the mea- 
sures, certain Hindu Councillors op- 
posed him (cries of shame, shame). 
They understood the attitude of the 
Muslims, but he failed to understand 
the stand taken by the Hindu Coun- 
cillors. The Muslim Leaguers thought 
that Bose-League Pact was not enough 
for them. They wanted legislative 
power to bring the whole administra- 
tion under their complete control. Sj. 
Chatterjee then referred to the pro- 
visions of the Bill regarding the 
appointment of the Chief Executive 
Officer, Public Service Commission 
for recruitment of employees and giv- 
ing of contracts- All these, Sj. Chat- 
terjee said, were inspired by the 
motive to keep the income of the Cal- 
cutta Corporation— 25 crores of ru- j 
pees — under their control. 

Referring to the Public Service Com- 
mission, the speaker , said that the 
Government by keeping the rule-mak- 
ing powers in their hands would be 
able to do whatever they liked with 
these appointments. 

If this Bill was passed Into law, self- 
government would be a farce. Would 
Bengal, he askod, tolerate it? Would 
they forget the memory of Sir 
Surendranath and Chitta Ranjan Das? 
He believed if all Hindus were united 
and resisted this piece of legislation, 
there was no power on earth which 
would be able to disregard it. 



MEETINGS IN EVERY WARD 

Sj. Devendra Nath Mukherji asked 
if the rate-payers of Calcutta would 
like the Corporation to be ruled by a 
Chief Executive Officer appointed by 
the Ministry or they would like to 
have it ruled by Councillors elected 
by them. He hoped that there would j 
be meetings all over Calcutta, in every i 
Ward where a clear mandate would 
be given to Councillors. 

Sj. Padmaraj Jain also supported 
the resolution. 

In winding up the proceedings Sj. 
Ramananda Chatterjee suggested that 
there would be meetings in every 

Ward in which a demand for with- 
drawing the Bill would be made. A 
clear mandate should also be given 
to the Councillors to support the 
demand. If they acted otherwise, 

they would forfeit the confidence of 
the electors.

CITIZENS’ EMPHATIC PROTEST^ 

Hindu-Muslim Committee Formed At Calcutta Meel 
To Agitate Against Proposed Measure 

A SSEMBLED in large numbers on Sunday evening 
at the hall of the Calcutta University Institute 
Muslim citizens of Calcutta, along with their Hindu 
brethren, registered an emphatic protest against 
the proposed Calcutta Municipal Second Amend- 
ment Bill. 

Sved Jelaluddin Hashemy, M.L.A., who presided, charac- 
terised the provisions of the measure as highly undesirable inas- 
much as they constituted a definitely retrograde measure totally 
destructive of the civic autonomy and freedom which the Cor- 
poration had been enjoying as a result of the Act of 1923. 

A committee of Hindus and Muslims was 
formed at the meeting with a view to carrying on 
agitation against the Calcutta Municipal Amend- 
ment Act and the Calcutta Municipal Second 
Amendment Bill for the creation of a common 
• political platform for the two communities and the 
furtherance of the Bengal National movement. 

“The three main steps proposed by supply, drainage, condition of roads, 



i this bill ” observed Mr. Hashemy “'are ? 
i --1. The appointment of the Chief 
Executive Officer by the Provincial 
Government, XI. The setting up of a 
Service Commission to select appoint- 
ments to higher posts under the Cor- 
poration and, III. The assumption of 
greater powers of control by the Pro- 
vincial Government in cases of default 
or abuse of powers by the Corporation, 
i ‘“The Bill was circulated for eliciting 
public opinion thereon and I am in 
possession of views expressed by more 
or less 44 different organisation of 
repute. A large majority of these 
organisations excepting a few con- 
ducted by Europeans is opposed to the 
principle of the Bill. Among the orga- 
nisation view’s expressed by the Cor- 
poration of Calcutta, Bengal National 
Chamber of Commerce, Indian Cham-

Commerce, Howrah Municipality, Ben- 
pgal Land Holders’ Association,' British 
Indian Association, Marwari Associa- 
tion are worth mentioning. 

A RETROGRADE MEASURE 
"They have uniformly characterised 
the provisions of the Bill aa highPy 
undesirable inasmuch as they consti- 
tute a definitely retrograde measure 
totally destructive of the Civic auto- 
nomy and freedom which the Corpora- 
tion has been enjoyirig as a result of 
thiy Act of 1923. 

•“They maintain and very rightly 
that the provisions, if enacted, are

Chief Executive Officer and the Go- ‘ 
vernment had been sanctioning their 
approval to the appointment. What 
reason now led them to tafce into their 
hands the power of appointing the 
C. E. O. ? 

If the Corporation had committed 
mistakes, and no human organisation 
was above error, let the Government 
point it out to the city fathers. But 
instead of doing that they were bring- 
ing out a bill which, if enacted, would* 
destroy the little civic right which the 
citizens enjoyed* In these circum- 
stances people could be scarcely 
blamed if they suspected the motive 
of the Government in introducing such 
a reactionary measure. 

BKNGAL MUSLIMS’ POSITION 

The Bengalee Mussulmans, said Syed 
Habibur Rahman, were nowhere in the 
Calcutta Corporation although the 
city of Calcutta was their own metro- 
polis in their own province of Bengal. 
Under the system of joint electorate 
Bengalee Muslim Councillors were so 
long being elected in the majority of 
Muslim seats on , the Corporation, as 
they scoured vote not only from 
Bengalee Muslims and Hindus but also 
from non-Bengalee Hindus and Mus- 
lims. But under the present system of 
..sppatal* «j©oto;aue, IrftNxiuvWr'by the 
Bengal Ministry, Bengalee Muslims 
did not get any votes from the Ben- 
galee and non-Bengalee Hindus as be- 
fore. Non-Bengalee Mussulmans too 
did not vote Bengalee Muslims. 

Non-Bengali -ridden Muslim League 
selected their fellow non-Bengalee Mus- 
lims to all Muslim Corporation 
Constituencies rejecting nominations 
of Bengal Muslims set up by the dis- 
trict Muslim League at Calcutta. The 
Bengalee Muslims had no place in the 
Calcutta Corporation.

MOVE FOR CURTAILMENT OF i 
CORPORATION'S POWER 

Amendment Bill To Come Up 
For Consideration To-day 

The Calcutta Municipal (Amendment) 
Bill will come up for comideration 
before the Bengal legislative Assembly 
to-day (Monday). 

In the absence of Hon. ; Khwaja 
Hahibullah Bahadur of Dacca* 
Minister In charge of lineal Self- 
Government and Member-hvcharge of 
the Bill, who is indisposed, Hon. Mr. 
H. S. Suhrawardy, Finance Minister, is 
! expected to move that the Bill, as 
; reported by the Select Committee, be 
; taken into consideration. 

There are fifty clauses in the Bill 

I to which as many as 350 amendments 
have been tabled by members belonging 
to different parties and groups in the 
House Including the Government. 

The Congress Party has tabled 
amendments urging circulation or re- 
committal of the Bill to the Select 
Committee. Besides giving notice of 
various amendments to different 
clauses of the Bill, the Congress Party 
has also tabled amendments, sug- 
gesting that in the event of the Bill 
being passed into law, it should not 
come into force before the expiry of 
two or at least one year after the 
termination of the War. t 

MAIN PROVISIONS 
The following are In brief the main 
provisions of the Bill: 

1. The power of appointing Its 
Chief Executive Officer which the 
Corporation has been enjoying 
»ince 1»M Is taken away from the 
{ Corporation and Is vested in the 
Provincial Government who under 
the Bill will appoint the Chief 
Executive Officer from the executive 
branch of the Indian Civil Service 
or the Bengal v Civil Service- The 
Select Committee has, however, 
excluded members of the Bengal 
Civil Service from such appointment 
and has recommended that the 
appointment should be confined to 
member* of the Indian Civil Service. 

2. The Bill take* away the power 
of the Corporation of appointing Its 
| employees and vests that power in 
a Service Commission to b© appoint- 
ed by Government which will select 
persons to be appointed to posts 
under the Corporation. The Com- 
mission will consist of a Chairman, 
who shall at the time of Ills ap-B 
point-men! have l>een for not less than 
ten years In till service of the 
Crown, and two Members, of whom 
one shall be n Muhammadan and 
one, a pt >r * on other than a 
Muhammandan. 

; 3. The Bill gives the Provincial 

Government power to dissolve the 
Corporation and order a general elec- 
tion and to supersede a department 
of the Corporation under certain 
circumstances. The Select Committee 
has recommended the deletion of 
the “primn fade drastic provision*' of 
| tho Bill empowering Government to 
dissolve the Corporation. 

4. The Select Committee has re- 
commended a further extension of the

Hartal has been announced on the 7th August, 1941, 
Thursday on which day the majority of the shops of all 
denominations are closed for their weekly closing under the 
provisions of the Bengal Shops and Commercial Establishments 
net. Information has been received to the effect that the 
Hindu shop-keepers are likely to keep the shops closed for 
the M hartal M on 7.8.41, in the different parts of the city, 
as a protest against the Calcutta Ifonicipal Amendment Bill. 

The vegetable dealers and the stall keepers of the markets 
are also likely to join the hartal. The Muslim shop keepers 
will refrain ft*om hartal. 

Besides the appeal issued in the press to this effect, 
two leaflets were circulated in Burrsbazar and Bhawanipore 
areas, one issued over the names of Shyamaprasad taukherji 
N.C. Chatterji, Sarat Chandra Bose, Dhiren Ghose, Kiren 
Sanker Roy and others, and the other issued over the names 
of Amalendu Bag chi and others of the B.F.3.F. asking the 
sho-keepers, the students and workers to observe hartal 
on 7.8.41, as a protest against the Calcutta Municipal 
Amendment Bill. 

S.I., P.N. Chakravartti reports that the students are 
likely to observe hartal to-morrow by absenting themselves 
from their classes. 

S.I., F.C. Mondal reports that the Hindu traders 
appear to be sympathetic with this move for it serves their 
communal cause without having to incur anj additional loss 
because of the weekly closing on the day The »tall keepers 
in the Bazar (Jagu B s bu Bazar?) are being induced to refrain 
from selling vegetables, fish, etc., through the P ro P®8^ a 
that this action is necessary to make an effective protest 
against the increased taxation on businessmen. The big shop 
keepers are taking the leading part in this propag^x id& and 
they insist on the bazars being kept closed tomorrow. In 
addition they have been spreading the rumour that the buses 
and taxis would cease from plying on the day of the next 
hartal if the object of this hartal remains unachieved. 

S.I., N. Huda reports that an agreement is reported 
to have been arrived at between the Coalition F arty and the 
Opposition over the Calcutta Municipal Amendment Bill and 
that the Hartal may be given up.

C. E. O.’S APPOINTMENT 



Councillor Assaulted For | 
Voting Against Candidate 

An attempt made at Monday’s ape 
eial meeting of the Calcutta Corpora- 
tion to turn down the decision appoint- 
ing Mr. Sailapati Chatterjee, officiat- 
ing Chief Executive Officer, during the 
absence on leave of the present In- 
cumbent met with failure. 

On the 27th August last, it might be 
recalled, the Corporation sanctioned 
the acting appointment of Mr. Saila- 
pati Chatterjee as Chief Executive 
Officer in place of Mr. J. C. Mukerjea 
on leave. A requisition over the sig- 
nature of seventeen Councillors was 
submitted with a view to rescind that 
resolution. 

By 42 votes to 27, one not voting, 
the House refused permission to move 
the resolution to that effect. 

Mr. J. C. Mukerjea was authorised 
to hand over charge to Mr. SailapatJ 
Chatterjee, Mr. Mukerjea was allowed 
to avail himself of the leave already 
granted to him from any date sub- 
sequent to the 1st September last. 

The' requisition motion was support- 
ed by only nine Councillors of the 
Bose group and the members of the 
Coalition Party. Some of the promi- 
nent Muslim Leaguers were, how- 
ever noticed to be absent. 

After the meeting was over. Coun- 
cillor Bijoy Kumar Banerjee, who 
voted against the requisition motion, 
was set upon by about eight or ten 
men while he was boarding his car 
parked In front of the Corporation 
buildings. He was mercilessly assault- 
ed and fell down on the ground. The 
hooligans made good their escape as 
some of the passetsby rushed to his 
rescue. 

Mr. Naresh Nath Mukherjee sought 
permission of the House to move the 
requisition motion which ran thus: 
•’That the resolution of the Corpo- 
ration dated the 27th August, 1941, 
appointing Mr. Sailapati Chatterjee to 
act as * Chief Executive Officer of the I 
Corporation from 1st September, 1941, 
to 23rd December, 1941, vice Mr. J. C. 
Mukerjea on leave, be rescinded anti 
that the matter be reconsidered. 

That no action be taken on the re- 
solution pending disposal of this mo- 
tion.”

definite time from when Mr. J. C. Mu- 
kerjea was to hand over his charge 
to the new Incumbent had been men-

Mr. N. C. Chatterjee pointed out 
that Mr. Mukerjea could hand over 
his charge at any moment in course 
of the next four days. 

The Mayor held that the resolution 
was perfectly in order. 

At this stage Mr. Naresh Nath Mu- 
kherjee remarked that he would record 
his protest against this illegal resolu- 
tion. Immediately shouts of protest 
against Mr. Mukherjee’s observation 
rose from every side of the House. 

Mr. B. C. Chatterjee: On a point of 

order, Sir. I cannot imagine such a 
language being used by Mr. Nares 
Nath Mukherjee. How can Mr. Mu- 
kherjee characterise a ruling by the 
Mayor as illegal? 

Mr. Naresh Nath Mukherjee main- 
talned that he was entitled to hold 
that thla was not a legal resolution. 

He would most emphatically record ! 
his protest against the method of 
anticipating the nomination of the 
Government. He felt that a resolution | 
of this kind was entirely unprecedent- 
ed. By ruling the resolution to be in 
order the Mayor, Mr. Mukherjee sub- 
mitted, was taking upon himself a j 
crave responsibility. 

Mr. Brahma assured Mr. Mukherjee 
that he accepted the complete res- 
ponsibility of his decision. 

In that case, Mr. Mukherjee stated, t
